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Northeast site studied 


With the filing deadline officially 
closed last Tuesday, political races 
affecting the residents of the 
Belleville-Romulus area have 
shaped up for the Aug. 8 primary. 
Final elections will be held Nov. 7. 

In the race for the 13th state 
senatorial district, which covers 
Romulus and Belleville and Sumpter 
and Van Buren townships, in- 
cumbent Democrat William Faust, 
Westland, is unopposed in the 
primary. On the Republican ticket, 
Coleman Flaskamp II, Canton, also 
is running unopposed. 

Sen. Faust and Flaskamp will, 
therefore, face each other in the 
final runoff in November. 

In the race for state represen- 
tative from the 38th district, which 
covers most of Romulus and all of 
Sumpter and Huron townships, 
incumbent Democrat Edward 
Mahalak, Romulus, is seeking his 
eighth term to the Michigan House. 

Also seeking the Democrat 
nomination for the 38th district are 
Leonard Folmar, Romulus city 
clerk, and Gervazio Canejo, 
Romulus councilman Two 
Republicans are seeking the 
nomination. They are Dorothy Rush, 
Romulus, and George Versteeg, 
Petersburg 

In the election for state 
representative from the 22nd 
district, which includes a small 
portion on the west side of Romulus, 
incumbent Democrat Gary Owen, 
Ypsilanb, is running unopposed. No 
Republicans are seeking the 22nd 
district seat. 


In the race for U.S. representative 
from the 15th congressional district, 
which includes Belleville and 
Romulus and the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren, 
incumbent Democrat William Ford, 
Taylor, is unopposed. The same 
situation exists on the Republican 
side, with Edgar Nieten, Romulus, 
being the only candidate seeking 
that post. 

On the Wayne County scene, 
primary interest will center in the 
Belleville-Romulus area on races for 
county commissioner from the 26th 
and 27th districts. 

In the 26th county commissioner 
district, which includes Romulus 
and Huron Township, incumbent 
Democrat Edgar L. Harris, Taylor, 
is being opposed by Maynard A. 
Armstrong and Ralph J. Lennon, 


also both from Taylor. No 
Republicans are running for that 
seat in the primary runoff. 

In the 27th county commissioner 
district, which includes Belleville 
and Sumpter and Van Buren 
townships, appointee incumbent 
Democrat R. William Joyner, 
Plymouth, is seeking the seat for- 
merly occupied by John Barr, 
former chairman of the county 
board. He will be opposed by 
Democrats Robert D Smith, 
Wayne; Frederick M. Montgomery, 
Wayne; Walter T Hink, Belleville; 
Berna V. Chenault, Sumpter 
Township; and Robert L Myers, 
Canton Township. 

A lone Republican, Frank Yonish, 
Wayne, is running unopposed for the 
27th district county commissioner’s 
seat.

Council axes bid 
for fire station 


Mayoi* William M . Oakley’s bid for 
a new fire station for the southwest 
portion of Romulus was rebuffed 
Tuesday night by city council. 

Council’s rejection came despite 
backup support to the mayor’s 
request from written recom- 
mendations submitted by Hyie 
Carmichael, industrial coordinator, 
and Fire Chief John N. Wilhide. 

Discussion on the proposed fire 
station, which would be the city’s 
fifth, prompted a demand from 
council for additional stqpport. 

Council requested that action 
toward the new fire station be 
delayed until the city’s Police, Fire 
and Safety Commission could 
submit its evaluation of the project. 
In fact, council members said the 
commission’s recommendations 
would have to support and concur 
with the mayor’s before it would 
consider the station’s construction. 

Oakley told council, that as chief 
executive officer of the city, he felt 
his recommendations carried 
sufficient weight and did not require 
additional support. 

In his request, the mayor had 
recommended immediate purchase 
of 1.6 acres of land for $9,600 on the 
north side of Northline Road and 
east of South Huron River Drive. 
The land is owned by the state and is 
available for purchase, according to 
Albert H. Olsen, superintendent of 
the State District Excess Property 
Division. 

In his report, Carmichael stated 
the $9,600 asked for the land parcel 
"is definitely in the right price 
range.” Further, he stated that 
sewer and water are available to 


He said he believed the price was 
fair and that the property should be 
purchased now so the city could 
qualify for a Public Works Grant to 
build the fire station. 


shopping center, the developer’s 
bond attorney agreed to send a 
formal letter to the city’s Economic 
Development Corporation (EDO 
requesting a formal meeting for the 
firm’s developer from Southfield to 
go over the plans in more detail. 

Temple Development Cor- 
poration, which would construct the 
shopping center, has developed such 
shipping complexes as the Brighton 
Mall, Novi Plaza and several A & P 
Supermarkets in other Michigan 
cities. 

The A & P proposal is the first 
time that the EDC has been ap- 
proached since its inception a year 
ago. Under new state legislation 
enacted last year, EDCs formed in 
Michigan cities and townships are 
authorized to issue tax-exempt 
municipal bonds for construction of 
private projects which economically 
aid those communities. 

The comer of Van Born and 
Inkster roads was selected by 
Temple because of its central 
location to four communities — 
Romulus, Inkster, Taylor and 
Westland — and because the area 
was "understored’ ’. 

The A & P Supermarket prop sed 
would contain 30,000 square fee^^ 
would be similar to the new one just 
completed in Wayne. Perry Drug 
store would occupy 15,000 square 
feet, while the remaining 25,000 
square feet would be devoted to 
such retail outlets as an ice cream 
store, a dry cleaners, a hardware 
store and a restaurant. 

Also present at the Monday 
meeting were Mayor William M. 
Oakley, Hyle Carmichael, industrial 
coordinator; Dave Krause, city 
assessor; several EDC directors; 
Hazen; and representatives of A 6c P 
and Temple. 

TTie proposed shopping center will 
be built around the Union 76 gasoline 
station at the Van Bom-Inkster 
intersection and will offer some 
300,000 square feet of parking space 
for shoppers. 

Magnitude of the project was 
emphasized when it was pointed out 
that it would take four to six months 
to obtain financing, 15 procedural 
steps and meetings and the filling 
out of 25 separate documents.

Moose, fudge and a king are lures of islands 


Neebish islands in the St. Mary’s 
River, both reachable by ferry from 
SaultSte. Mariel Cottage and resort 
accommodations are available. 

The wild, rugged nature of those 
islands contrasts with Middle 
Ground Iss land at Bay City, Ojibway 
Island at Saginaw and Belle Isle at 
Detroit, which all offer recreation, 
picnicking and water sports and are 
accessible by car. 

Middle Ground and Ojibway 
islands are in the Saginaw River. 
Bay City’s Bigelow Park is on 
Middle Ground Island at the 23rd 
Street bridge. It contains an 
operating sawmill and a pleasant 
residential area. A marina offers 
food and entertainment. Saginaw’s 
49-acre Ojibway Island, reached by 
the Court Street bridge, contains a 
popular city recreation park. 

Sulphur Island, three miles east of 
Alpena in Lake Huron, is another 
day-use island near one of northern 
Michigan’s largest cities. It is a 
scenic and rustic picnic spot and 
offers swimming and fishing. The 
island, reached only by boat, is 
without modem conveniences. 

Detroit’s 1,000-acre Belle Isle has 


a children’s zoo. beaches for 
swimming and sunbathing, Dossin’s 
Great Lakes Museum, a con- 
servatory and an aquarium. It has 
deer, bridle paths, stables, tennis 
courts and a band shell where free 
summer concerts are held. It is a 
productive fishing spot and rental 
canoes are available. 

Another large island just above 
Detroitis in the St. Clair Flats at the 
head of Lake St. Clair. Harsens 
Island is reached by a short and 
scenic ferry ride from Algonac. 
Points of interest are Sans Souci, the 
island’s only town; the historic Old 
Club; the Idle Hour Hotel, and the 
Four Winds restaurant. Fishing 
along the island’s cuts and channels 
is rated very good 

Among the state’s vacation 
islands are Mackinac, Bois Blanc, 
Beaver, Drummond and North and 
South Manitou, plus the 35 islands in 
the Les Cheneaux chain. 

Beaver Island, 55 square miles of 
wilderness in northern Lake 
Michigan, is reached by plane or 
ferry from Charlevoix. A Mormon 
colony was established there in 1847 
by James Jesse Strang, who 
proclaimed himself king Hardwood 
and pine forests are broken by 
deserted farms, and sandy beaches 
rim the island’s edge. Visitors can 
find accommodations and shops in 
the town of St. James. 

The eastern Upper Peninsula’s 
Les Cheneaux Islands are off M-134, 
near Oedarville and Hess el. This 


chain stretches into Lake Huron as 
far as the eye can see. There are no 
ferries, but 10 percent of the islands 
are connected to the mainland by 
bridge. Summer cottages and cabins 
are available. 

At the Upper Peninsula’s eastern 
tip, a short ferry ride takes travelers 
and their cars from Detrour to 
Drummond Island. There’s a 
crumbling old British fort there, as 
well as cottages, cabins, motels, 
restaurants, a golf course and 
camping. 

Mackinac Island is a place of 
contrasts— old and new, lavish and 
simple, hills and plains . The island is 


reached by ferry from Macknaw 
City or St. Ignace. Automobiles are 
banned, and travel is on foot, by 
bicycle or horse drawn vehicle. The 
island offers fine old hotels and 
shops that sell everything from 
fudge and souvenirs to clothing and 
jewelry. Historic sites include Old 
Ft. Macknac and the original Astor 
Fur Trading Post. 

BoisBlanc Island is within sight of 
Mackinac Island and a six-mile 
ferry ride into Lake Huron from 
Cheboygan. The 14-by-seven-mile 
island offers lodging with food, and 
boat, car and bicycle rentals at the 
1874 Vintage Pines, the island’s only 


hostelry. Miles of trails and 
shoreline make Bois Blanc ideal for 
hiking and backpacking. 

Lake Michigan’s North and South 
Manitou islands are accessible by 
ferry from Leland. Among North 
Manitou’s attractions are deer and 
wild turkeys. Trails radiate from the 
island’s restored Coast Guard 
station, offering a central lodge with 
a dining room. Cottages are 
available. Most of South Manitour 
aisland is owned by the National 
Park Service and operates as part of 
the Sleeping Bear Dunes National 
Lakeshore. Camping is permitted 
there.

Stalking moose, eating fudge in a 
fort or strolling a town once ruled by 
a king are among the vaned at- 
tractions luring visitors to Michigan 
islands, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

Michigan has hundreds of islands, 
and Auto Club selected several to 
show the variety offered. While 
some are remote, others are ideal 

for vacations and a few cater only to 

daytime visitors looking for a place 
to swim, fish, picnic or sunbathe in 
the shadow of giant buildings. 

Most remote and largest of these 
islands is Lake Superior’s Isle 
Roy ale. The 42-mile-long wilderness 
island is accessible by boat or 
seaplane from Houghton or Copper 
Harbor. It features moose and two 
rarely seen wolf pa cks. T he island is 
famous for backpacking, but offers 
food and lodging at Rock Harbor on 
the island’s eastern end. 

Wilderness fishing, hunting and 
camping are found on Sugar and

City will get tough 
on delinquent taxes 


The city of Romulus has received 
an initial $25,000 from the federal 
government under the Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’s Section 312 Rehabilitation 
Loan Program, according to 
Romulus Mayor William M. Oakley. 

“The rehabilitation loans may be 
used for repairs and improvements 
needed for the property to comply 
with the minimum health and safety 
standards of the local hoising and 
building code,” Oakley said in 
making the announcement. 

Under provisions set up by HUD, 
60 percent of the loan must be used 
to bring the house up to code, while 
40 percent can be used for general 
improvements. 

To qualify for loans, the 
prospective borrower mist either 
own the house or be buying it under 
an installment loan contract and 
must be a resident of the city. In 
general, loans cannot exceed the 


actual cost of rehabilitation or 
$27,000 per dwelling unit, whichever 
is less. 

The term of the loan may not 
exceed 20 years or three-fourths of 
the remaining economic life of the 
property after rehabilitation, 
whichever is less. In general, a 
mortgage is not required in less the 
loan is $3,500 or more. 

The loan is repaid in equal mon- 
thly installments. The borrower 
must include in his monthly 
payment an amount equal to one- 
twelfth of the estimated annual cost 
of taxes, insurance and similar 
expenses on the property. The loan 
can be paid- off ahead of the ex- 
piration date without penalty.

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Jail construction 
to start in July 
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Construction of the new Wayne 
County detention facility, an- 
ticipated for two years, will begin 
next month, according to County 
aboard Chairman Jarrette Sim- 
mons, following a June 2 dedication 
ceremony at the construction site. 

Mrs. Simmons said caissons for 
the 600-cell unit will be sunk on July 
5, and that the entire $31.7 million 
three-unit project will be completed 
33 months later. 

The facility will include the 600- 
cell structure beside Recorder’s 
Court. Located directly south and 
east of Detroit police headquarters 
at 1300 Beaubien, the facility will be 
built on an L - shaped land parcel 
straddling Macomb Street between 
Beaubien and St. Antoine. 

In her remarks, Mrs. Simmons 
emphasized that the facility will be 
both an economic and aesthetic 
compliment to nearby Greek town. 

She also notea tnat me 13 -story 
cell unit will be 25 feet lower than 
Recorder’s Court and will feature an 


exterior similar in appearance. The 
exterior of the parking and ad- 
ministration units will resemble St. 
Mary’s Church in the area. 

Mrs. Simmons stressed that the 
facility will employ a bout 200 people. 
She noted that the new parking unit 
will accommodate 110 vehicles, and 
that 500 more spaces will be 
available in an existing parking 
garage across St. Antoine when 
Detroit General Hospital is 
relocated. Before construction of the 
detention facility is completed, the 
hospital is scheduled to move north 
to the medical center in the vicinity 
of Wayne State University.

Mrs. Simmons also pointed out 
that location of the facility in the 
present criminal justice complex 
saves money because of easy access 
to the courts, police headquarters 
and the present jail. Tunneling 
between these points can be cheaply 
constructed to assure maximum 
security, she added.

The citizens speak: 
California delivers, 
Michigan quivers 


. With California’s approval of the 
Jarvis-Gann Tax Initiative 
Proposition in last week’s primary 
balloting, a flood of supporters for the 
concept of tax limitation and-or 
reform have appeared on the scene. 

Until last Tuesday’s primary 
balloting in California, rooting out 
supporters for any form of tax reform 
would have required the services of a 
super sleuth. But today, politicians are 
standing in line to endorse the prin- 
ciple, and even Michigan’s Governor 
Milliken has conceded that he will 
have to look seriously at some of the 
current proposals. 

\ 

But, why has it taken so long? Why 
must the threat of citizens action be 
necessary to motivate elected leaders 
to provide that which they know the 
citizens want.? 

But all’s well that ends well, and 
when dealing with politicians, ‘better 
late than never’ is usually the best 
philosophy to adopt. 

The danger now is that our elected 
officials will soon forget about the 
message the voters have sent and 
return to business as usual. It is up to 
the hard-pressed, tax-weary citizens 
of Michigan to ensure that those we 
elected to represent us, do. 

Following approval of the 57-percent 
property tax cut in California, the 
media has apparently now made the 
decision that the story is worth 
covering, and with each passing day, 
more states are discussing the 
prospects for including tax reform 
questions on this year’s ballots. 

A * 1 recent poll by Newsweek-Gallup, 
revealed that a large majority of 
Americans surveyed favored property 
tax cutting amendments to state 
constitutions that are similar to 
California Proposition 13. Of the 750 
persons interviewed in the national 
telephone survey, 57 percent said they 
would support such an amendment 
locally. 

According to that poll, a majority of 
those surveyed felt that local govern- 
ments can operate more efficiently by 
reducing property taxes. 

Most of those interviewed felt that 
local tax increases were the result of 
higher administrative costs and un- 
needed government supported 
programs. And, 29 percent felt that 
local taxes could be reduced by 10 
percent without seriously reducing 
services, and 20 percent felt that taxes 
could be cut by as much as 20 percent. 

We feel that it was bound to happen. 

Throughout western Wayne County, 
citizens have been vocally protesting 
the ever-increasing property tax 
burden placed on their shoulders by 
unresponsive and unrealistic 
politicans. 

In Romulus, a full-scale tax revolt is 
in progress, the result of city-wide 
reassessment. In Wayne, arguments 
continue over the Tax Board of 
Review’s treatment of several 
businesses In Inkster, citizens are up 


in arms over the prospect of having to 
pay an additional 1.7 mills in the 
coming year. In Westland, citizens are 
facing the possibility of having to 
cough up an additional $60 per 
household to cover the impending 4^- 
mill increase that will be necessary to 
enclose open drainage in that city. In 
Belleville, citizens face the prospect of 
losing most of their athletic coaches 
who have resigned over the ear- 
marking of newly passed school 
millage funds. In Canton Township, 
citizens are hard pressed to pay for 
even the most basic community needs, 
and the full time police force will add 
even additional burdens to their 
shoulders. 

Everywhere, citizens are protesting 
the almost staggering burden placed 
on them through the property tax, and 
unfortunately in most areas, 
politicians have tuned a deaf ear. 

There is no reason for elected of- 
ficials to continue to ignore the wishes 
of the voters. 

Currently, within Michigan there 
are three groups seeking signatures to 
get their tax initiative proposals on the 
fall ballot. 

Clearly in the lead is the Southfield 
based group calling itself Taxpayers 
United for Tax Limitation. 

Taxpayers United would limit state 
spending to a fixed percentage of 
gross state income. This is not a tax 
rollback proposal like the California 
•Jarvis-Gann Initiative. 

A second group, headed by Bob 
Tisch of Laingsburg, Mich, is stum- 
ping for the Tisch Petition which 
would cut property taxes in half by 
next year and provide state voters 
with full control over state spending, 
and consequently, property taxes. 

A third group, operating out of 
Grand Rapids, is also circulating 
petitions to get a Jarvis type tax 
initiative proposal placed on the fall 
ballot. 

The message should be clear to all 
Michigan elected officials. The 
citizens of this state have reached the 
breaking point. 

While we, and the citizens of the 
state, appreciate the Governor’s 
willingness to consider tax reform 
proposals, that is not good enough. 

Not only does the Governor have an 
obligation to represent the people he 
was elected to serve, but the state 
Legislature also has that obligation. 

This will most certainly be an in- 
teresting election year. We think it is 
time for our elected officials to finally 
take the lead We urge the lawmakers 
tt> restore confidence in the system, 
and to bite the bullet and pass 
legislation which would drastically 
reduce property taxes and state 
spending. 

There is no longer any question 
about what the citizens would prefer. 
The only question is whether our 
elected leaders will once again find 
themselves simply following. We hope 
not!

As everyone who has picked up a paper 
or watched TV within the past week is 
aware, California voters recently man- 
dated a large rollback in property taxes by 
overwhelmingly passing proposition 13, by 
a marginof 4.2 to 2.3 million votes. 

In the most radical slash in property 
taxes since the Depression, Californians 
voted themselves a 57 percent cut, more 
than $7 billion statewide in property 
taxes, while further mandating that any 
local tax thereafter may increase no more 
than 2 percent per year

revolt whose effect and implications rival 
the Boston Tea Paty in importance to the 
future of our nation. 

While I ’m not in a position to predict the 
future, I do believe the California landslide 
marks the beginning of the end to ever- 
expanding, ever-increasing government, 
at all levels. 

Government exists only to serve the will 
of the people. However, too many times in 
the past, entrenched politicians have 
tended to forget to whom they owe their 
true allegiance. 


Editor's Log 


Given the magnitude of the California 
vote, that attitude will rapidly change 
across the nation, or alot of politicians will 
be seeking alternative careers. 

Back in March, when we first received 
our property reassessments in Romulus, 
genuine messages of hardship and cries of 
frustration were heard at city hall and 
across the city. 

At that time, I listened to the collective 
voice of the people, and took action by 
establishing the Mayor’s Reassessment 
Review Committee charged with con- 
ducting an independent investigation of 
the re-assessment; proposed and 
presented a balanced budget that 
represents a reduction in city millage, and 
openly endorsed a little-known Southfield 
group working for tax reform, called 
Taxpayers United for Tax Limitation. 

That group has since collected 200,000 of 
the 266,000 signatures needed to place a 
tax limitation proposal on the November 
ballot. Similar movements are now un- 
derway in 25 other states, with that 
number likely to increase. 

I took those steps because of my firm 
belief that government should be a tool of 


the majority of the people and exists to 
serve and answer their needs. 

While some criticized my support of the 
Taxpayer United group, I strongly 
believed that basic tax reform was needed 
in this state, and early-on supported their 
efforts. 

After proposition 13, politicians now 
must realize how basic and deep-seated is 
the public reaction against our “over- 
governed’’ society. 

The winds of tax revolt generated in the 
west will rise up and sweep the country 
soon. I welcome the change and the 
challenge it will bring. We will soon learn 
we can do without some of the programs 
thought essential in the past 

We are coming to recognize, to quote 
economist Milton Friedman, “that 
throwing government money at problems 
has a way of making them worse, not 
better; that people are likely to get more 
out of spending their own money than out 
of turning it over to bureaucrats to spend. M 

Perhaps President Thomas Jefferson 
expressed it best when he said, “Be thank- 
ful you’re not getting all the government 
you’re paying for.” 


Two who affected 
a lifetime

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Anti-smoking, 
tobacco growing, 
all big business

It was on the very same historic day that 
the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare called for a $23,000,000 campaign 
to persuade Americans to stop smoking, 
which he termed “stew-motion suicide.” 

At the White Hottse, President Carter’s 
News Secretary, Jedy Powell, was 
smoking heavily. 

This slow-motion suicide was at least 
understandable— even if not very con- 
sistent to Califano’s Twenty-Three- 
Million-Dollar-Plan. 

For Jody had been subjected to 37 
questions in a row regarding the Ad- 
ministration’s scandalous intent to fire a 
U.S. Attorney (Republican) in 
Philadelphia— who is currently in- 
vestigating two of Pennsylvania’s 
Democratic Congressmen, and who has 
convicted other Democratic political 
leaders. 

Jody’s rather tortured logic was offered 
up to a thoroughly skeptical press corps. 
He contended that Jimmy Carter’s 
campaign promise to depoliticize the 
Justice Department cannot be regarded as 
broken (simply because Attorney General 
Bell has been replacing the Republican 
U.S. Attorneys with Democrats)— 
”... unless we appoint someone who is not 
as well qualified and if we make an ap- 
pointment in which it appears that politics 
were given consideration over merit.” 

As he is a young man of above-average 
intelligence, Jody Powell was well aware 
that the press corps had not swallowed any 
part of this brand of baloney. And so, 
having exhausted the interrogators with 
several variations of this pious claptrap, 
he lit up another Calif ano Coffin Nail. At 
precisely this point— when Powell was in 
mid-inhale— reporter Mark Walton of 
Independent TV offered the following 
question. 

“Califano is now launching a $23 million 
war against smoking. What is the Ad- 
ministration’s reconciliation—” 
(Laughter) —“of spending $90 million a 
year the other way around?” 

The “other way around” referred to the 
$76,000,000 Federal tobacco loan 
program— which costs an additional $11 
million to administer. Moreover, 
Agriculture Department Spokesman 
Richard Cook told this column: 

“This government is making a hell of a 
lot of money on tobacco — $6.1 billion in 
excise taxes We aiwn’t in the health 
business and we don't think Califano is in 
the farm business.” 

When asked about the more-than- 
apparent contradiction of $23 million to 
contend against the same weed that we are 
providing $90 million to subsidize, the 


President’s cornered spokesman promptly 
put his Good Ole Boy wit into high gear. 

“We all perhaps are aware, whether we 
act on it or not, of the possible dangers of 
over-consumption of cigarettes, or alcohol, 
or a number of other, to some of us, 
pleasurable things. “(Laughter) “I know it 
Is not the view of this administration that 
we should impose upon the, I think, several 
tens of thousands of families and large 
numbers of communities whose economic 
future would be ruined if we terminated 
the farm program with regard to tobac- 
co.” 

I was so moved by this eloquent defense 
of hearths and homes (upon which The 
Villain Califano would seek to foreclose— 
in a $23 million campaign) that I asked: 

“So, in your consumption of two packs a 
day, you are actually supporting a basic 
crop of America? Is that right, Jody? Or 
do you consume that much? How much 
tobacco do you consume as a leading 
spokesman of the Carter Administration 
which wants to spend $23 million against 
tobacco?” 

Powell’s eyes narrowed and he grinned 
slightly— a warning sign which I should 
have detected. 

“It actually depends, Les, on two 
things,” he replied. “One is how long the 
briefings are and the other is whether you 
are here or not.” (Laughter). 

He was then asked: “Jody, are you 
saying that the President sees no con- 
tradiction in a massive campaign to stop 
smoking— and on the other hand to sub- 
sidize tobacco?” 

THE WHITE HOUSE: No. Yes. I am 
saying— 

QUESTION: The taxpayer’s money is 
going in two ways here. 

THE WHITE HOUSE : What I am saying 
is that the Administration does not feel 
there is any lojgic in asking these 
thousands of families and communities to 
bear the burden of economic ruin...- 

QUESTION: But you do hope people 
stop smoking? 

THE WHITE HOUSE: Well, yes. 
(Laughter.) 

QUESTION. Starting up there? (At the 
podium of the press room, where Powell 
was holding an unlit cigarette.) 

THE WHITE HOUSE: I am in a very 
difficult personal position here; yes. 
(Laughter.) 

In June, Secretary of Agriculture Robert 
Bergland told a TV network: 

“I am not going to get into the business 
of whether tobacco is healthy or unsafe.” 

But Secretary of the Treasury Michael 
Blumenthal may have to provide. $23^ 
million to fight tobacco and mfllion to 
subsidize it, in accorjUnce with the 
leadership of thereafter Administration. 


Heroin addict talks

One evening last week, I sat down with 
five young people for a rap session. We 
were in the rec room of a typical suburban 
home in a Western Wayne County city. 

The youngsters, all high school students, 
agreed to fill me in on the local dope scene 
as long as I promised to respect their 
anonymity. The bargain was struck, and 
what follows is some interesting copy- 
interesting, and for me, eye opening. 

If you’ve got the money to pay for it, you 
can purchase any drug you wish: the 
market seems to be inexhaustible. 

“I can get you quads, angel dust, 
mescaline, cocaine, heroin, LSD, or all the 
pot you want-and I can get it in 30 minutes 
or so,” said one young man. There was 
agreement from the other participants 
that indeed what the young man said was 
absolutely true. 

LSD, properly know as lysergic acid 
diethylamide, is a mind-bending chemical 
which is evidently experiencing a 
resurgence in popularity after falling off 
the ‘top 10 on the drug hit parade’. It’s a 
dangerous drug, but for whatever reasons 
it seems to have some appeal to certain 
psyches. 

Why do some people play a form of 
Russian roulette with such dangerous 
chemicals? 

“Well, I won’t touch any of that hard 
stuff,” said one young lady. “Pot and beer 
do the job pretty well. Only the real flakes 
are into the dangerous stuff.” 

Why then even the pot and beer? 

“Why not. It’s not going to hurt you 


much and it’s fun to get high,” was one 
reply. 

We were beginning to zero in one 
something interesting. 

It’s fun to get high. 

It appears, and this seemed to be a 
common thread woven throughout the long 
session, that young people have not got 
enough to do. And they don’t seem capable 
of conjuring up things to do. Today’s young 
people have to exist in a different en- 
vironment than the one I knew as a 17-year 
old. 

And possibly of greater significance, the 
youngster of the 1970’s certainly has much 
more money than his counterpart of the 
1940’s. Even if a teenager in 1940 felt 
tempted to smoke pot, the odds were that 
the teenager didn’t have two nickels ro rub 
together at any one time; ergo, there was 
precious little of that activity, because 
there was no money to support such 
behavior. 

Although one young girl said that pot 
was getting too expensive so she has 
stopped using it regularly: “Just, an -oc- 
casional joint once in a while with some of 
my friends.” 

One of the more common phrases found 
in the sociology lexicon today (and 
perhaps even over-used) is ‘peer 
pressure’. 

“You go to a sports game of some sort, 
or maybe go to the park to play frisbee or 
just to spend some time rapping with 
friends. 

Someone has a joint and starts passing it 
around. That’s peer pressure. If you don’t 


take a tonk on the joint, you might lose 
status in front of your peers. Besides, 
everyone else is doing it and you want to 
get on the bandwagon too.” 

A young man said that he thought it was 
all right to use pot, as long as you didn’t 
abuse it ( his definition of abuse was more 
thantwojointsinan evening). He also said 
that ‘‘pot won’t hurt you.” 

Almost in concert, two or three of the 
group disputed his contention. 

“You can’t say that, because you don’t 
really know if it’s true,” they sang out. 
That was an interesting event. To have 
someone who uses pot actually admit that 
perhaps it’s not the best thing physically to 
do to your body, is tantamount to an 
alcoholic admitting that booze is con- 
traindicated. 

The young people agreed unanimously 
that they felt that pot ought to be 
decriminalized. 

“Make it legal and put a tax on it just 
like you do on beer and other alcoholic 
^ ^drinks. ^ 

Society is really hypocritical. People get 
drunk and raise all kinds of hell. 

Everyone laughs and kids about the 
hangover and that’s the end of it. Yet, get 
caught smoking one joint and you are 
called a dope fiend or something equally 
bad. 

Nuts to that kind of a society.” 

Next week we will conclude this series, 
and will write about some more of the 
feelings and complaints expressed by this 
particular group of young people.

'The Power of God's Word' 



The idea that the Bible, God’s 
word, is a dead letter is extant in the 
world today. While many people will 
not openly admit they believe such 
to be true, their actions reflect their 
thinking. 

In this short article we will not 
have time to go into detail to show 
that the word itself declares it is 
divine, still, a few things need to be 
brought to our attention to show just 
how powerful it is. 

In the very beginning of the Bible 
we can see the creative power. Nine 
times in the first chapter of Genesis 


we read, “And God said 

Every time something came into 
existanceasa result of his speaking 
This alone should be sufficient 
evidence of the power of His word. 

The flood in the days of Noah 
reveals to us the destructive power 
of the word. The same \oice that 
caused the world to be created now 
speaks and we see the old wicked 
world being destroyed by water. 

To further show' its tremendous 
force Jesus said concerning His 
word: "It is life” John 6:63; "It is 
truth". . . John 17:17. Everyone is

Looking back at past per- 
formances of the word we note 
Hebrews 11:3. . The w orlds were 
framed by the word of God." The 
creation cannot be explained in the 
world’s wisdom. It can be only of 
God. In the past we call attention to 
the stilling of the tempest and the 
cleansing of the leper (Matt. 8). In 
the ninth chapter of the same book 
we read of the blind receiving their 
sight. Jesus spoke and the blind 
began to see, the leper was cleansed 
and the storm ceased. "What a word 
is this!” Luke 4:36. 


Whilea 11 this happened in the past, 
what about the word today? Does it 
have power or is it a dead letter? 
Please observe that it upholds all 
things. Hebrew 1:3. What a power! ! 

David tells us that the word is 
light. Ps. 119:105. All know the effect 
light has on darkness. Go into a dark 
room and turn on the light and even 
though it comes from a small bulb it 
will drive the black of darkness 
away. The same is true of the Bible 
today. Where the word goes and is 
received we find enlightment. 


Today, the word produces faith. It 
is the only source of a true and 
satisfying faith. Where there is no 
word there cannot be that faith. 
Romans 10:17. Our faith begins and 
ends where the word begins and 
ends. 

The word of God brings unity and 
understanding. When people "un- 
derstand what the will of the Lord 
is", Eph. 5 : 19, they will see it just as 
the others see it who understand it. 
The division in the religious world is 
largely over what the Lord has not 
said. We can unite upon what is 
revealed — the word of God — but 
we will always be divided on man’s 
teaching. The word of man is not as 
powerful as the word of God. 

Paul tells us that the word is milk 
for the newborn and the weak in the 
family of God, but meat for those 
who grow stronger What better 
terms reveal the efficiency of God’s 
teaching? 

But last of all in dealing with the 
present power of the word, let us 
note that is prepares us for heaven. 
Peter’s sermon on the day of Pen- 
tecost caused about 3,000 to change 
their manner of life by believing in 
Christ, repenting of their sins and 


being baptized for the remission of 
sins. (Acts 2:38). Philip preached to 
one man on one occasion (Acts 8), 
but what effect it had! The believing 
Eunuch c onfessed his faith in Christ 
and was baptized. (Verse 35-39). 
Paul was so changed and prepared 
that he could view a crown of 
righteousness waiting for him. 
There are many powers in the world 
today, but none can surpass or even 
come equal to God’s word. 

Many words have been spoken and 
forgotten. They have passed on with 
time, but not so with God’s word. It 
endures forever. . . "heaven and 
earth shall pass away but my word

shall not pass away." Matt. 24:35. It 
shall endure forever. All the might 
possible cannot overthrow it. From 
John 5: 28-29 we learn that it shall be 
so mighty that it will raise the dead.

Jesus declared also that the words 
he spoke would judge the world.

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Timely tips for June 


Lawn, garden activities grow like weeds 


The gardening season is in full 
swing, and the list of lawn and 
garden activities is growing like a 
weed. Michigan State University 
Extension specialists suggest the 
following activities are timely this 
month: 

— Thin vegetable seedlings to the 
recommended spacing. 

— Weed, mulch and water the 
vegetable garden as needed. 

— Plant Brussels sprouts, cab- 
bage, cauliflower, broccoli, Chinese 
cabbage, kale and endive for a fall 
vegetable crop. Continue to make 
small plantings of radishes and leaf 
lettuce for continuous harvest all 
summer. 

— Check the garden regularly for 
aphids, beetles, slugs, earwigs, 
caterpillars, mites and other 
destructive pests. To keep pest 
numbers from getting out of hand, 
apply the proper controls according 
to label directions as soon as the 


infestation is apparent. 

— Watch for cutworm damage at 
ground level on tender young 
vegetables. Cutworms live in the 
soil, coming out at night to feed on 
crops at the soil surface. Search for 
cutworms in soil near plant bases by 
day. Use Sevin or malathion, if 
chemical control is needed 

— Prevent blossom end rot in 
tomatoes by watering regularly 
during dry periods to minimize 
fluctuations in soil moistire. 

— Late in June, fertilize 
asparagus. All month, watch for 
asparagus beetles and their larvae 
feeding on the ferns and laying eggs 
on the spears. Spray with malathion, 
Sevin or methoxychlor to prevent 
defoliation. 

— Mow the lawn as often as you 
need to avoid cutting off more than 
40 percent of the leaf surface at any 
one mowing. 

— Give lawns a light dose of

nita^ogen,' about one-half pound of 
actual nitrogen per l.OOOscfiare feet. 

— If white grubs are a problem in 
your lawn, treat with diazinon ac- 
cording to label directions. 

— Treat fusarium blight in your 
lawn in late June or early July. 
Spray with Benomyl following label 
directions. Water lightly every day 
through September to maintain and 
strengthen grass plants with 
damaged root systems. 

— Water healthy lawns once a 
week in dry weather. A good lawn 
needs about an inch of water from 
rain and-or supplemental watering 
per week. This is enough to moisten 


Pre-vacation planning 
keeps plants healthy 


Nobody wants to come home from 
vacation to a house full of dying 
houseplants, a wild, unkept lawn and 
a garden overrun with weeds and 
loaded with rotten produce. Avoid it 
all with a little pre-vacation plan- 
ning and plant care. 

Michigan State University hor- 
ticulturists suggest that most lawns, 
gardens and houseplants will get by 
nicely on their own if you’re gone for 
a week or less. Mow the lawn before 
you go, get the garden weeds under 
control, harvest everything that’s 
ready and water your houseplants 
thoroughly before you take off. 
Barring unforeseen disasters like 
bug invasions or severe storms, your 
plants still should be in good shape 
when you return. 

If you’ll be gone for two or three 
weeks or longer, arrange for 
someone to mow the lawn, the 


horticulturists advise. A shaggy 
lawn is a tip-off that no one is home. 
Regular mowing also helps keep 
grass strong and healthy. 

It’s a good idea to invite some 
friends to harvest garden crops as 
they ripen. A neglected garden is 
another sign that no one is home. 
Also, many crops — cucumbers, 
peppers, summer squash, beans — 
will stop producing if they’re 
allowed to mature fruits and seeds. 
And overripe or rotting produce will 
attract insects. 

It would be asking a lot of even 
good friends to expect them to weed 
the garden as well as harvest it. To 
keep the weeds from taking over, 
mulch around garden crops and 
between rows. Watering thoroughly 
befofe you mulch will help garden 
plants withstand dry weather that 
may occur while you’re gone.

Now is the time 
for propagating 

flowering shrubs 


A never ending supply of 
flowering shrubs for your land- 
scape is as close as your favorite 
lilac. Take cuttings now for 
propagation. 

Michigan State University 
horticulturists advise taking six- 
to eight-inch cuttings in June 
from the new growth of French 
lilac, forsythia, weigela and 
pyracantha. Make each cut just 
below a node — where a leaf 
joins the stem. Revmove the 
leaves from the lower half of the 
cutting, and pinch off any flowers 
or flower buds. 

To encourage rooting, dip the 
cut end of the stem in a root 
hormone. Every cutting ycu take 


will not form roots, so it’s a good 
idea to take more cuttings than 
you think you need. 

Plant cuttings in a shady spot 
in the garden or in a well-drained 
container. Water as often as 
necessary to keepthesoil around 
the cuttings moist. Potted cut- 
tings can be covered with plastic 
bags for the* 1 first two weeks. 
Punch a few holes in the bags to 
allow fresh air to circulate, and 
make sure the plastic does not 
touch the cuttings. 

The plants should be ready for 
transplanting to their final 
growing sites after four to six 
weeks. 


tended if you remove the faded 
flowers and seed heads from 
perennials and annuals before you 
leave. Many flowering annuals will 
stop blooming and grow less 
vigorously if they’re allowed to go to 
seed. Removing old flowers and seed 
heads will stimulate them to 
produce new blossoms. 

Houseplants that have come 
outdoors for the summer will sur- 
vive your absence better if they’re 
sunk into the garden soil. This will 
prevent them from drying out 
quickly in warm summer breezes or 
tipping over In the wind. 

It’s not such a good idea to take 
houseplants indoors if you’re not 
going to be home to watch for insect 
infestations, the MSU experts ad- 
vise. Your two-or three-week 
vacation away from home could give 
a few imported insects time to turn 
into a full-scale invasion. 

Houseplants left in the home 
should be thoroughly watered and 
placed in the bathtub or in some 
•other humid, low-light area. The 
combination of high humidity and 
low light will conserve soil moisture 
and slow plant growth so plants are 
not so likely to need water again 
soon. 

You a Iso can group plants together 
in a low-light area, water thoroughly 
and cover with a clear plastic sheet 
to hold in moisture. Because the 
plastic also will hold in heat, be sure 
the plants are placed where the sun 
will not shine directly on them. Be 
aware, also, that the high humidity 
and warm temperatures under the 
plastic may promote or intensify 
some insect and disease problems. 

Either of these arrangements 
probably will maintain houseplants 
for a couple of weeks, thpugh 
flowering plants that need bright 
light may stop blooming. If you’ll be 
gone longer than that, it might be a 
good idea to hire a plant sitter to 
check and water them as necessary. 
The sitter also could gather 
newspapers and advertising cir- 
culars that accumulate outside your 
door, mow the lawn, open and close 
drapes and shades, and set out trash 
and carry on other routine tasks to 
give your house a lived-in look. 


the soil to a depth of five or six in- 
ches. 

— Plant petunias, moss rose 
(portulaca), impatiens and other 
annual bedding plants in prepared 
beds. 

— Plant dahlias, tuberous 
begonias, callas and caladiums. 
Dahlias should be mulched after 
planting. Tall varieties should be 
staked at planting time. Set the 
stake in the soil first to avoid 
damaging the plant. 

— Set potted azaleas into a shady 
spot in the garden. 

— Pinch mums to encourage the 
plants to branch and grow bushy To 
pinch, remove the top one-half inch 
of each shoot when the shoot is six 
inches long. 

— Plant gladioli through the end 
of June for a contiiuous supply of 
cut flowers. 

— Take poinsettia cuttings now for 
blooming plants by Christmas. 

— Remove old flowers from 
perennials and rhododendrens after 
they have finished blooming 

— Plant potted roses in bud or 
bloom. 

— Remove faded flowers and seed 
heads from spring fl covering bulbs. 
Leave the foliage until it dies back. 
It is needed to manufacture food to 
build up the bulbs for next year’s 
blossoms. 

— Spray hollyhocks and 
delphiniums with a fungicide to 
prevent rust and mildew. 

—Continue to spray roses with an 
all-purpose rose spray to protect 
them against insects and diseases. 

— If spring bulbs performed 
poorly this year, they probably need 
thinning. Dig them up after the bulb 
coats turn brown and store them in a 
cool, dry place until fall. Then 
replant in a well drained spot at 
proper spacing and depth. 

— Prune and fertilize climbing 
roses after they have flowered. 

— Water newly planted trees and 
shrubs and other ornamentals as 
needed. 

— Propagate French lilacs, for- 
sythia, pyracantha and weigela 
from stem tip cuttings. 

— Spray- birches with lindane to 
control the bronze birch borer. Keep 
birches strong and healthy by 
watering and fertilizing. Strong, 
vigorously growing trees are less 
susceptible to insect attack than 
weak ones. 


— Check newly transplanted trees 
to make sure they do not have pieces 
of rope or wire wrapped around the 
trunks. A rope or wire left on a tree 
becomes a noose that strangles it. 
Also check or adjust guy wires on 
young trees 

— If leafhoppers and plant bugs 
are infesting honey locust, spray 
with malathion or Sevin. 

— Trim hedges after they have six 


inches of new growth. Cut off three 
inches 

— Check ornamentals for scale 
insects on foliage and wood. Control 
the insects while they are still in the 
crawling stage by spraying with 
malathion 

— Pick strawberries as they ripen. 
Remove overripe, rotten or 
damaged berries at the same time — 
they attract insects. 


Garden Doctor says... 


This week the Garden 
Doctor talks about: 

Q: The leaves of my 
maple trees have some 
small greenish insect on 
the undersides of them. 
Should I spray the 
trees? 

A: Aphids, which are 
soft-bodied leaf sucking 
insects, are being found 
on many of the maples 
now. They don’t kill 
vigorous trees but can 
cause leaf distortion if 
the population gets high 
Spraying with diazinon 
or malathion is 
warranted, if the 
population increases to 
the point of causing a 
leaf symptom. 
Malathion should not be 
used when the tem- 
perature is over 80 
degrees. 

Q: Several neigh- 
boring maple trees have 
sparse leaves at their 
tops and a bumper crop 
of seeds. Are they 
diseased? 

A: These symptoms 
are not necessarily 
indicative of disease, 
especially this spring 
when we’re seing an 
abundance of seeds. 
There were no frosty 
nights during bloom to 
kill part of the flowers 
soevery flower seems to 
have produced a seed. 
Because of this heavy 
load the tree has less 
energy to put into leaf 
formation just now. 
More leaves should 
come as the season 
progresses. A tree low 
in vigor could be helped 
with some fertilizer. 

Q: Something is 

eating our vegetables 


during the night. A 
major portion or 
sometimes the whole 
plant is gone by mor- 
ning. What does that? 

A: The chief suspects 
are rabbits and ground 
hogs Fence them out. A 
rabbit can be deterred 
by a fence at least 2 feet 
high. Bury it a couple 
inches at the base to 
keep rabbits from going 
under it. Ground hogs 
are climbers so the 
fence for them should be 


taller. The top foot 
should not be tacked to 
the post so it will flop 
over, thereby barring 
them from climbing 
over the top. 

Slugs and cutworms 
also are night feeders. 
Slugs rarely devour 
entire plants during one 
night except for 
seedling lettuce. Cut- 
worms cut the tender 
stems at soil level but 
usually leave the plant 
lay beside the stem.

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County to hire park attendants 

Aim is to keep rec areas cleaner, safer this summer 


Families using county parks in 
Western Wayne County- par- 
ticularly Hines Park — will enjoy 
cleaner, safer and better -staffed 
parks this summer, according to 
Wayne County Commissioners 
Thomas Presnel and R William 
Joyner. 

“The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has acted to provide 
30 seasonal park attendants to work 
in the Lower and Middle Rouge 
Parkway for a 12-week period,” said 
Presnell, a democrat who 
represents Westland and Garden 
City on the county board. “The new 
jobs will be funded with $81,185 in 
federal CETA money through the 
Wayne County Office of Manpower.” 

Those persons interested in the 
seasonal work should apply to the 
Wayne County Road Commision, 
Parks Division, which can be 
reached at 224-7732. 


The resolution authorizing the new 
hiring under the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) was sponsored by six 
Western Wayne County com* 
missioners-RichardE. Manning (D- 
Redford-Livonia), Mary E. Dumas 
(R-Livonia), Kay Beard (D- 
Inkster), Alex Pilch ( D- Dearborn), 
Thomas Presnell (D-Westland) and 
R. William Joyner (D-Plymouth) 
who represents Plymouth, 
Belleville, Plymouth, Canton, Van 
Buren and Sumpter townships and a 
portion of Wayne. 

"This is just the first portion of a 
plan to upgrade services for county 
park users, including better 
protection, emergency and in- 
formation services,” Joyner ex- 
plai ned . “We a re w orking with state 
and federal legislators and state 
DNR (Department of Natural 
Resources) officials to provide

funding for additional law en- 
forcement and recreational 
facilities for families and other park 
users.” 

The public safety and judiciary 
committee of the Board of Com- 
missioners approved plan to in- 
crease Sheriff s patrols in Hines 
Park last month, but, because of the 
county’s severe financial difficulties 
has not yet found funding which 
must come from within existing 
appropriations earmarked for the 
criminal justice system, Joyner 
explained. 

A Hines Park Task Force was 
created last summer according to 
Presnell, because of ‘‘serious 
problems" at the park with drugs, 
rapes, assaults and harassment of 
families." The task force is com- 
posed of representatives from the 
Wayne County Road Commission, 
and the Parks and Recreation 
Department; also city and township 
officials, chiefs of police and civic 
leaders from Western Wayne 
County. 

Presnell said the local com- 
munities bordering the parks have 
committed some of their CETA slots 
toward the newly-approved park 
attendant squad. He said details 
would be worked out with the County 
Office of Manpower. 

Joyner said the overall duties of 
the park attendants would include 
maintenance of buildings and 
grounds at one of 15 assigned work 
sites, protection of property and the 
enforcement of park rules and 
regulations, patrolling of buildings 
and grounds to watch for 
trespassers, fires, or other irregular 
conditions and the reporting of same 
to the appropriate authorities, 
principally the Wayne County 
Sheriffs deputies, assisting park 
patrons in medical or other 
emergency situations and picking up 
litter and debris. 

The new attendants will be highly 
visible in bright orange coveralls 
and matching hard hats. 

Presnell said that the com- 
missioners and the task force will 
continue to work for a better park 
system. 

‘‘We have future plans to develop 
complete recreational areas around 
the parks - especially as Phoenix 
and Newburgh Lakes are cleaned 
with DNR funding,” he added.

Bill won't halt repossession 
when payments are withheld 


With the signing of a bill May 18, 
designed to help consumers with car 
problems, Linda Joy, executive 
director of the Michi^m Consumers 
Council, issued a warning to con- 
sumers. 

“What has been called the auto 
‘lemon’ bill will certainly help 
consumers whose automobile 
contracts have been sold by the 
dealer to a financial institution, 
she said. But no where in the law 
‘‘does it say consumers are 
protected from repossession, if they 
stop payment on their cars when 
they can’t get the dealer to make the 
proper repairs.” 

“The new law does say that the 
financial institution which bought 
the contract from the dealer is 
subject to the same claims and 
defenses in court that a consumer 
may raise if the dealer were still 


holding the contract. 

“In other words, if the lender sues 
in court to collect back payments, 
the consumer can tell the judge 
payments are being withheld 
because the car doesn’t measure up 
to the terms of the original 
agreement.” 

“Confusion about the new law 
arises,” Joy said, “because many 
people are under the impression that 
in order to have something 
repossessed, the holder of the 
contract must first go to court. That 
is true, if the repossession would 
breach the peace, consequently, for 
most consumer items a court order 
is used. But for cars, it’s possible to 
hot wire or tow them from the street 
or parking lot without ‘breaching the 
peace.’ This is called ‘‘self-help’ 
reposession where, quite simply, the 
company helps itself to the con- 


sumer s car. 

Before taking the extreme step of 
holding back payments, Joy urged 
consumers to explain their 
dissatisfaction to the manager or 
owner of the dealership. 

“Often times the problem can be 
solved at this point,” Joy said. 
“Most businesses want to keep their 
customers satisfied.” 

If talking to the management 
doesn’t work, Joy said consumers 
should call the state’s Bureau of 
Automotive Regulation toll-free at 1- 
800-292-4204. 

Consumers who live in Wayne, 
Oakland or Macomb counties should

Medicare: It's treatment 


renal disease

There is one special group of 
Medicare recipients with permanent 
kidney failure— whose lives depend 


on kidney dialysis or kidney tran- 
splants. 

This is an expensive long-term 
medical situation requiring use of 
sophisticated kidney dialysis 
machines and the expert knowledge 
of renal specialists. 

Medicare eligibility is restricted 
to three groups of people: (1) per- 
sons over the age of 65; (2) persons 
under 65 who have been disabled for 


a minimum of 24 consecutive 
months; and (3) persons under 65 
who have worked long enough to 
gain Social Security credits, or their 
spouses or dependents. 

For all purposes, almost any 
person with permanent kidney 
failure is eligible for Medicare 
benefits in this circumstance. 

Medicare coverage in renal 
disability starts on the first day of 


forms approved by the Wayne 
County Health Department for 
advice in designing their forms. 

“We also want to achieve 
uniformity in where the vials are 
placed in refrigerators and where 
the Vial of Life stickers are put so 
rescue squads everywhere will know 
where to look.” 

The recommendation for county- 
wide application of the Vial of Life 
program resulted from a positive 
evaluation of the concept by the 
County Public Health director, Dr. 
Perry Stearns, and the Detroit- 
Wayne County Emergency Medical 
Services Council. 

Vial of Life programs have been 
initiated or are under consideration 
in perhaps a dozen of the 43 
municipalities in Wayne County.

the third month after the patient has 
begun maintenance dialysis or the 
first of the month before patients are 
scheduled to enter the hospital for a 
transplant. 

Because of the special details in 
coverage of this medical problem, 
we are not going to try to explain all 
of the intricacies. However, there 
are some very important aspects of 
Medicare protection that must be 
remembered. They are: 

(1) To be eligible to receive 
Medicare payments, the medical 
facilities you use MUST be 
specifically approved to provide 
maintenance dialysis or kidney 
transplant surgery . They must meet 
special health, safety and 
professional standards, regardless 
of whether or not they are par- 
ticipating institutions in other 
Medicare areas. Your physician can 
tell you whether or not a facility is 
approved 

(2) Payments for renal disease 
treatments always are made to the 
facility. Payment for physicians’ 
services may be either on the 
assignment basis or itemized bills. 
However, Medicare B will pay only 
80 percent of dialysis charges, you 
are responsible for 20 percent of 
these charges. 

(3) Medicare Part B also will 
assist you in paying for self-dialysis, 
training for self-dialysis and even 
the supplies and machinery needed 
for self -treatment. 

(4) In case of a kidney transplant 
operation, Medicare not only will 
pay for your stay but will pay all 
necessary hospital and medical 
services for the kidney donor. 

(5) If there is no kidney donor 
available, Part A Medicare will pay 


for the costs of obtaining a suitable 
kidney for transplant and the kidney 
registration fee 

(6) Medicare Part B< medical) will 
pay for 80 percent of your surgeon s 
approved allowance (provided your 
deductible has been paid), including 
surgical costs for your donor during 
your inpatient stay. This includes 
the surgical procedure, post- 
operative care and follow-up 

There are. however, some things 
that Medicare cannot pay for in • 
connection with dialysis and tran- 
splant services. They include 
alcohol and gauze for home use, 
services of an aide for home use, 
services of an aide for home 


dialysis, inpatient hospital or skilled 
nursing facility cosfe when their use 
is for maintenance dialysis, lodging 
when an outpatient dialysis facility 
is not near your home and ordinary 
costs to and from dialysis. 

There are many other special 
provisions of this renal disease 
protection. If you a re faced with this 
specific long-term problem, you 
should check with your Social 
Security’ Administration office or the 
nearest Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
branch office for the special 
literature on this subject.

Commissioners back 
Via i of Life concept 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has approved the 
“Vial of Life” concept for county- 
wide application and is urging 
citizens groups to spearhead the 
program for saving lives in 
household medical emergencies. 

The plan is set forth in a resolution 
sponsored by Commissioner Ervin 
A. Steiner Jr. (RrGrosse Pointe) and 
approved by the board’s Human 
Resources Committee. 

The Vial of Life Program involves 
the placing of medical information 
sheets for each family member in a 
small vial (medicine bottle) in the 
refrigerator, with “Vial of Life” 
stickers on the front door and 
refrigerator to signal the vial’s 
presence to emergency crews. 

The plan sets a goal of Vials of Life 


in all 857,000 households in Wayne 
County, designates the County 
Department of Health as the central 
information and referral agency and 
provides for a community task force 
to spearhead the effort. 

“The Vial of Life program is 
simple and inexpensive, yet in the 
opinion of the experts, can definitely 
save lives in medical emergencies,” 
Steiner commented. 

Its life-saving potential is in- 
dicated by the fact that there are 
about 87,000 emergency ambulance 
runs to homes in Wayne County per 
year.” 

“Central coordination by the 
health department is important,” 
Steiner added. 

“We are urging all local sponsors 
of Vial of Life programs to use the

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Insurance 
controversy 
rages on 


For a year now, controversy has 
raged in Michigan over the af- 
fordability and availability of home 
and auto insurance, punctuated by 
charges that insurers discriminate 
against policy-holders by 
“redlining” certain areas. 

The House Insurance Committee 
is promoting an essertial insurance 
bill (HB 6322), desigied to make 
insurance readily available and 
affordable. However, the American 
Insurance Association reports that 
95 percent of Michigan residents 
already find it easy and affordable 
to be insurance in the state. 

The American Insurance 
Association (ALA) says that only 
five percent of Michigan home and 
auto policyholders find it necessary 
to get coverage in the state's 
residual market (the auto plan and 
the FAIR plan), designed to take 
those risks who for some reason 
cannot find a policy in the normal 
market. 

The principle of insurance em- 
ploys the equity systepi as a balance 
between insurance availability and 
pricing, and the frequency and cost 
of losses depicted by experience, 
says ALA. 

In writing your insurance policy, 
underwriters use available 
statistical data to evaluate oertaip 
classifications such as sex and 
driving ability to establich in- 
surance rates for everyone. 

In the case of homeowners, such 
factors as building codes, proximity 
of fire departments, access to 
adequate water supplies, and the 
community’s overall fire prevention 
programs play a vital role in the 
rates charged in a given territory. 

The present insurance equity 
system is a result of concumer in- 


fluence and pressure 40 years ago. 
At that time consumers demanded 
some method to fairly select 
prospective insureds and charge 
them accordingly. The insurance 
industry set up a territorial rating 
mechanism with separate 
classification systems for insureds 
within those territories, seeking to 
assure that no individual would be 
unduly penalized for the loss ex- 
perience generated by a driver 
disproportionately involved in costly 
and frequent accidents. 

The territorial concept allows 
each insurance company to compare 
experience indifferent area as of the 
state. The experience is further 
broken down into underwriting 
criteria which all insurance com- 
panies use today to compare risks 
*and to group them according to 
classifications. 

The classifications that are given 
to policy holders (insureds) in the 
various territories are determined 
soley by the number of claims and 
cost of those claims generated in a 
given area As. a result, insurance 
rates differ in each territory. 

These territorial rating principles 
apply to both home and auto in- 
surance 

Drivers are put in similar 
classifications with other drivers 
who have similar experience within 
a territory. It is difficult to evaluate 
and measure experience if a 
territory is too large. Conversely, 
too small a territory will give an 
inaccurate experience evaluation. 

Meanwhile, premiums collected 
must pay for the losses experienced 
in each individual territory. If ex- 
perience shows that claims costs 
and frequency are high, rates must 
be raised to compensate and 


maintain proper reserves with 
which to pay the losses 

Companies use territories only to 
break up a large area into smaller 
ones. Experience data is easier to 
record, evaluate in setting up rate 
levels and insure true statistical 
information for future rates. 

The Insurance Code of Michigan 
requires that companies maintain 
adequate rates and that they not 
establish rates that are unfairly 
discriminatory. This means the 
rates must be adequate enough to 
allow the lowest premium possible 
and yet keep the insurance company 
solvent and operating. By the very 
nature of the insurance mechanism, 
companies “discriminate" in 
establishing rates by charging more 
to higher risks than to lower risks. 
However, they must do so fairly, 
based on the loss experience. 

Consumers ofter misunderstand 
the function of territorial divisions. 
They often presume that all ac- 
cidents occuring within their 
territory -even if the driver is not 
from their territory-are chaiged to 
their area. Actually, the insurance 
cost of an accident is charged 
against the territory of the 
policyholder involved in the accident 
for purpose of determining the 
area’s loss experience. This is part 
of the insurance equity system. 

Other factors also influence in- 
surance rates in specific territories. 
Some companies prefer to specialize 
in certain kinds of insurance. 

Why specialize? Simply because 
this allows companies to become 
familiar with the experiaice of a 
particular group, and base their rate 
differentials accordingly. It allows 
them to develop safety knowledge 
about their particular tvne of in- 


sureds and be able to help them 
minimize losses, which in turn helps 
keep rates down. 

Still other factors affect insurance 
rates in a territory, including pays, 
as well as services and goods In 
establishing their rates, insurance 
companies seek to determine the 
amount of money they must gather 
today inorder to pay for lossess that 
will occur in the future. Their 
reserve must be adequate in order 
for them to remain in business 

Often consumer groups fail to 
understand the balance of the in- 
surance equity system. Some 
legislators are suggesting another 
pricing system, one that permits 
insureds inareas of low losses to pay 
higher premiums to meet the losses 
in higher risk areas of 
classifications. # 

Such an approach would unequally 
spread the cost of insurance to in- 
sureds with good driving records or 


in low risk classifications This 
would force the insurance industry 
to become a social mechanism to 
redistribute wealth. Such a system 
reverses insurance industry 
philosophy by penalizing the 
average driver and rewarding the 
bad driver or charging higher 
premiums to homeowners with low 
loss experience i n order to subsidize 
those with high loss experience. 

Loss prevention measures always 
have been recognized in rate dif- 
ferentials. Such a “subsidy” ap- 
proach would hamper the 
desirability Of loss prevention by 
insureds. 

The purpose of territories, 
classifications and rate differentials 
gives the insurance industry a good 
method of studying loss experience 
and be ableto use such studies. If the 
system were revoked, underwriters 
would have to find other means of 
measuring differences.

If you want a big, impressive- 
looking geranium early in the 
summer, buy one of the traditional 
varieties grown from cuttings. But, 
be prepared for it to decline as the 
summer goes by. 

# If you want one that grows bigger 
and looks better as time passes , 
choose one of the new hybrid 
geraniums grown from seed. 

“Geraniums grown from cuttings 
usually are at their peak when you 
buy them inearly summer,” pointed 
out Will Carlson, Michigan State 
University Extension bedding plant 
specialist “They tend to become 
less vigorous over the summer so 
that, oy tali, they look pretty bad. 
“Seed geraniums, on the other hand, 


aren’t very big or flashy-looking 
when you buy them, but by the end of 
the summer, single plants may be 
twofeetacross and still growing and 
blooming vigorously.” 

How c an you t ell geraniums grown 
from seeds rather than cuttings? 
Look for compact plants and single 
flowers. 

Plant these geraniums after the 
danger of frost is past in the spring, 
Carlson advised. Use them as you 
would use any other sun-loving 
annual - in large masses for an 
impressivedisplay.or in combination 
with other annuals or perennials in 
beds, borders, window boxes and 
patio containers. 

To avioid carrying disease 
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Blues show set 


problems over from year to year, 
rotate annuals the same way you 
move crops around in the vegetable 
garden, the specialist advised. If 
you plant geraniums in the same 
spot the last couple of years, use 
petunias or snapdragons or moss 
roses this year and grow 
geraniums in another sumy spot. 

“If you can’t bear tho see your 
geraniums get zapped by the fall 
frost, overwinter them,” Carlson 
said. 'Take cuttings, root them and 
then grow the new plants as 
houseplants in pots on a sunny 
windowsill or under artifical light. 
Or over-winter whole plants from 
the garden." 

To do this, dig the plants up and 
hang them, bare-rooted, upside- 
down in a cool, dark basement. Or, 


dig and pot them, prune them back 
drastically, and gradually reduce 
water so that they go dormant. You 
can then store them in a cool, dry, 
dark spot until it’s time to revive 
them next spring. 


Senate reports out 
homeowners bill 


The blues has been 
called one of the purest 
musical forms in the 
world. Tuesday, June 
20, at 9 p.m., B.B. King 
hosts a one-hour 
examination on the 
birth and development 
of the Mississippi Delta 
Blues on the program 
' ‘Good Momin’ Blues . ’ ’ 

Says B.B. King during 
his narration: “The real 
blues weren’t written; 
they were lived. ‘Cause 
the blues is more than 
music. The blues is a 
feeling, too... the blues is 
feeling low, missing a 
woman, needing a job, 
wanting to move to a 
better place.” 

These feelings were 
all present at Dockery’s 
planation in the 
Mississippi Delta where 
several black workers 
emerged as legendary 
blues musicians. Those 


associated with 
Dockery’s and featured 
in the show include 
Willie Brown, Son 
House, Charley Patton 
and Robert Johnson. 

King says: “The blues 
started here (in the 
Delta), but the roots go 
much deeper.” The 
music the blues singers 
set to lyrics were 
traditional rhythms. 
The ancestry of these 
rhythms can be traced 
to those of slave work 
songs and African tribal 
chants. 

Many of the old-time 
musicians are dead and 
many others have taken 
their music north 
looking fo a better way 
of life. But King says: 
“Times had changed; so 
had the music. But the 
Mississippi Delta blues 
would nt be, could not 
be, forgoten.”

Public television will 
cover Aleksandr 
Solzhenitsyn’s com- 
mencement address at 
Harvard University 
tonight and offer it as 
part of a one-hour 
program, to be shown at 
9 p.m. on PBS and 
locally on Channel 56. 

Solzhnitsyn’s ap- 
peamace and speeach 
at Harvard is expected 
to be a political event of 
the first magnitude with 
likely focus on human 
relataions and detente 
with the Soviet Union. 


“Solzhenitsyn at 
Harvard: A view and an 
Evaluation’ will include 
a film profile of 
Solzhenitsyn, rebroad- 
cast of his speech — 
which is scheduled to 
run for about 30 minutes 
— and post-speech 
analysis by Harrison 
Salisbury of *he New 
York Times. Russian 
cellist Mstislav 
Rostropovitch, who first 
sheltered the exiled 
author, and journalist 
Hedrick Smith also are 
featured. 


Legislation providing Michigan 
citizens full coverage in 
homeowners insurance policies has 
been reported out of the Senate 
Commerce Conjmittee, according to 
State Sen. Jack Faxon (D-Detroit), 
chief sponsor of the bill. 

Senate Bill 1243 makes the 
Michigan Fair Plan responsible for 
giving those homeowners whose 
policies are cancelled or not 
renewed a chance to obtain full 
homeowners insurance coverage. 

“My main concern is for the 
people who pay their policies for 20 
or 30 years and who find themselves 
faced with cancellation only because 
of the location of their residence,” 
Faxon said. 

According to Faxoa when home 
insruance policies are cancelled or 
not renewed today, the only option 
available to the homeowner is to 
obtain insurance which covers fire 
damage only. 

“My bill is a partial solution to the 
problem we’ve experienced in 
regard to various redlining prac- 
tices occuring throughout our state 
today,” Faxon said “I am en- 
couraged to know that when this bill 
becomes law, we will not have any 
person unprotected in their 
homeowners coverage. 

“Full homeowners insurance 


coverage hasn’t been available to 
the citizens of Detroit and other 
older areas of the state because 
there has been no legislation to 
require insurance companies to be 
accountable for their practices. The 
companies denv insurance because 
they have the right to make that 
denial.” 

“I introduced Senate Bill 1243 and 
a series of other redlining bills in an 
attempt to oversee insurance 
companies methods of rejecting 
policies and to insist that they detail 
their reasons for rejection and 
cancellation in such a way that the 
homeowner receives due process,” 
Faxon said. 

When insurance is not available, it 
is difficult for the homeowner to seel 
his or her property. According to 
Faxon, the unavailability of in- 
surance affects the availability of 
mortgages. 

“I think insurance is an absolute 
vital force in our society today. 
People have to be protected against 
catastrophic losses, both in life and 
in their property. Homeowners 
insurance is an essential part of any 
homeowners’ existence,” Faxon 
said. “I believe Senate Bill 1243 may 
not go as far as many people would 
like it to go, but it is a step in the 
right direction.”

Heart attacks: Do you know what to do? 


If your husband, a- your wife, had 
a heart attack in bed tonight, would 
you know what to do? For that 
matter, would you even suspect that 
it was a heart attack? 

“Many people," said Dr. Sol 
Pickard. Henry Ford Hospital 
cardiologist and president of the 
Michigan Heart Association, “do not 
know the warning signs of a heart 
attack, and many, sadly, wait until it 
is too late to get help 

“Heart attack warning signs often 
are mistaken for something minor 
such as indigestion or an attack of 
bursitis. You should know the 
warning signs and what to do if you 
or someone close to you is ex- 
periencing them 

“These are the most common 
signs of a heart attack: 


Book explains 
conservation 


— Uncomfortable pressure, 
fullness, squeezing or pain in the 
center of the chest, lasting two 
minutes or more 

— Pain may spread to shoulders, 
neck or arms. 

— Severe pain, dizziness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea or shortness of 
breath also may occur. Sharp, 
stabbing twinges of pain are usually 
not signals of a heart attack 

“You should remember these 
signals and know what to do if 


someone you are with is having 
them,” said Dr. Pickard. “The first 
few- hours following a heart attack 
are the most crucial. In fact, 
minutes count During 1978. about 
600,000 people in this country will 
ha vea heart attack. Qf those, 350,000 
will die before they reach the 
hospital. Many thousanck of those 
people might be saved, if they heed 
the warning signals. 

“First of all," warned Dr. 
Pickard, “expect a ‘denial’. It’s 


normal for a person to deny the 
possibility he is having a heart at- 
tack. But you must insist on taking 
prompt action. 

“Call your community emergency 
medical service. You should have 
this number by your phone at all 
times. If you yourself can get the 
person to a hospital with 24-hour 
emergency cardiac care, do so — but 
under no circumstances let the 
person drive himself. Finally, if the 
person has lost consciousness and 


his heart has stopped beating, give 
mouth-to-mouth breathing and chest 
compression (cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation), if you are properly 
trained to do so. 

“I strongly advise everyone to 
learn these warning signs and ac- 
tions. and learn them well Delay 
spells danger when it comes to a 
heart attack, and precious minutes 
can be wasted by not knowing the 
warning signs or what to do when 
they occur.” 


Dr. Pickard concluded: “Anyone 
who wants more information on 
these warning signs, or who would 
like to learn CPR should call the 
Michigan Heart Association. We’ll 
be glad to a nswer questions and send 
out free literature. We’d like 
everyone in Michigan to know what 
to do in case of a heart attack. Our 
slogan is ‘We’re fighting for your 
life’ and we really mean it.” 

The Michigan Heart Association 
is a United Way agency. 


A book, designed to 
teach children the 
principles of con- 
servation, has been 
published by the 
Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs 
(MUCC). 

Entitled “Westwind 
Woods,” the novel was 
written by Thomas E. 
Huggler of Genesee, a 
freelance writer and 
high school English 
teacher who has had a 
long-time interest in 
teaching young people 
the importance of 
conservation. 

In a forward to the 
book, Ben East of Holly, 
dean of America’s 
outdoor writers, said 
that, in bringing out 
‘‘Westwind Woods, 
‘‘Huggler and MUCC 
‘‘are undertaking to 
help with a job so big 
and vital that it should 
be the concern of every 
sportsman in the nation 
— the job of interesting 
young readers in the 
problems of con- 
servation and in helping 
to solve them.” 

“Westwind Woods” is 
a story about a tract of 
wildland eight miles 
square surrounded by 
civilization and marked 
for desruction. The 
story spans a single 
year from early May to 
the following April. 
Each chapter in- 
troduces a species of 
wildlife and examines 
its habits and habitat, 
illustrating a key 


conservation theme in 
the process. 

The role of hunting 
and trapping in the 
natural scheme is ex- 
plained in a forthright 
manner, as are such 
themes as the impact of 
water pollution, 
population pressures, 
use of pesticides, forest 
fires, introduction of 
exotic species, land use, 
etc. 

“This will be an in- 
valuable tool for telling 
the story of con- 
servation in classrooms 
throughout the coun- 
try,” said Terri Littrell, 
MUCC environmental 
education specialist, 
who has prepared a 
teacher’s guide for use 
with th book. “MUCC 
decided to publish 
‘Westwind Woods’ as a 
major effort in its 
continuing program of 
conservation education. 
We hope that every 
family in Michigan, as 
well as every library’ 
and elementary school, 
will make us of this fine 
new book.”

Since we’re on the subject of those “little leaches” (an 
apt definition of calories), there’s a marvelous paperback 
for the serious dieter available at most book stores. It’s 
Barbara Krause’s “Calories and Carbohydrates” which 
lists over 8,000 brand names and basic foods with their 
calorie and carbohydrate count. 

The 372-page reference is $2.25 and can be found at our 
local Fireside Book Shop in the Lakewood Shopping 
Center. It even lists such popular items as the Big Mac 
which tallies out to 561 calories.

If we were running a beauty contest for lawns at this 
very moment, and I were a judge, the top prize, without a 
doubt, would go to Harry Gasidlo of East Huron River, 
Drive in Van Buren Township. 

A true labor of love, his carefully manicured yard is a 
pleasure to behold.

And that’s probably because the 
chain doesn’t open its doors until 11 a. m. and has that line 
of food merely as a courtesy and convenience.

3 quarts lemon-lime soda pop 

2 pints raspberry sherbet 

Mix first five ingredients together Just before serving 
add lemon-lime soda, pouring into side of punch bowl so 
as not to lose fizz. Then float scoops of sherbet atop 
mixture. Serves 20-25 people.

a mower. Those parts 
were designed for your 
protection. 

Wear shoes that shield 
your feet, and handle 
the mower so that you 
minimize your chance 
of pushing a foot under 
it. Push, don’t pull, a 
hand mower. If you’re 
pulling it toward you 
and you slip, you’re 
likely to slide under it 
and hit the blade. 

Mow when the grass is 
dry. so your footing is 
secure Mow across a 
slope with a walking 
mower so that you don’t 
slip down into the 
machine and it can’t roll 
downward onto you. But 
with a riding mower, 
mow up and down a 
slope, so the machine 
doesn’t roll over with 
you. When using an 
electric mower, be very 
careful to avoid running 
over the cord or en- 
tangling it in the mower 
blades. 

Always turn off the 
machine and disconnect 
the spark plug wire — or 
unplug if the mower is 
electric — when you 
need to unclog or adjust 
the machine. You 
disconnect the spark 
plug so that a slight 
rotation of the blade 
can’t cause the engine to 
fire or restart, 
Lawrence explains. 

Fill with gas before 
mowing. If it’s 
necessary to refuel 
before you finish, turn 
the engine off and let it

Prevent lawn mower injuries 


cool before adding fuel. 
Refuel a power mower 
outdoors and start it 
outdoors, rather than in 
a garage or basement 
where gas fumes and 
carbon monoxide would 
build up. 

Many injuries, 
especially to children, 
occur when a riding 
mower backs up. Keep 
children and pets away 
from the mowing area, 
Lawrence urges, and 
look behind you every 
time before you back 
up The only rider on a 
riding mower should be 


the operator. Extra 
riders, especially 
children, must not he 
allowed on riding 
mowers at any time 

If you are shopping 
for a new power mower, 
ask about and look for 
safety features such as: 

— guards to keep 
hands and feet from 
coming into contact 
with the blade. 

— a discharge system 
that reduces the 
potential for flying 
objects. 

— “upstops” that 
prevent the handles 


from flying upward 
when the machine hits 
an obstacle. 

— equipment that is 
reliable and easy to 
operate. 

Read the owner’s 
manual that comes with 
the machine and file it 
where you can find it 
readily, Lawrence 
advised. Reread it 
occasionally to keep 
your memory fresh. 

“Don’t wait until all 
else fails to follow 
directions,” she says. 
“By then it may be too 
late.”

College Week can solve 

* * . \ 

problem-caused problems 


Persons having problems solving 
problems may find some solutions 
during College Week at Michigan 
State University June 19-22. 

More than 1,200 persons are ex- 
pected to attend the event that offers 
51 classes concerning family and 
home living, some geared toward 
improving personal ability and 
looks. 

Typical are the classes on the 
American diet, assertive behavior 
and a workshop in creative problem 

solving. . A . 

The class on diets is taught by 
Carolyn J. Lackey, MSU professor 
of food science and human nutrition. 

“We will examine various food 
fads and offer scientific facts to help 
consumers sort fact from fancy. 

We also will discus new dietary 
goals for the consumer as 
suggestioned by the U.S. Senate 
Select Committee on Weight Control 
programs,” Lackey related. 

Assertive behavior is that type of 
interpersonal behavior in which a 
personstands up for their legitimate 
rights in such a way that the rights 
of another person are not direct, 
honest, and appropriate expression 
of one’s feelings,- opinions and 
beliefs, related Judy Ellickson, MSU 
Counseling Center instructor. 

The cfass she is teaching during 
College Week is designed to help 
participants develop more self- 
confidence. 

“Participants will be able to 


define what assertive behiavor 
constitutes, distinguish assertive 
behavior from aggressive or non- 
assertive behavior and have several 
opportunities to practice developing 
skills in becoming assertive,” she 
said. 

“Assertive training not only in- 
volves practicing particular 
behaviors and skills, but also in- 
volves developing an attitude that 
conveys confidence in one’s 
thoughts, opinions, beliefs and 
feelings,” Ellickson added. “Too 
often we speak of improving our 
mind when we mean only stockpiling 
more information,” said Dr Gordon 
Rohman, MSU Lifelong Education 
professor.“Seldomdowe think about 
our thinking, which is the method we 
use to apply information.” 

Rohman is the resource person for 
the class on creative problem 
solving. There are ways to practice 
thinking, including creative 
thinking, ways to produce more and 
better ideas to solve problems. This 
workshop will introduce par- 
ticipants to several techniques to 
help them work on their thinking 
form. 

A variety of techniques will be 
used in the session, including 
mindplay, brain-storming, random 
word associations, analogy, matrix 
building and force relationships. 

Other classes include sessions that 
will show participants how to im- 
prove their family relationship, 
become effective in local govern-

These are the times of sleepless nights and decision-making days 
for Coach Fred Crissey and prep baseball stars Scotty Collins and 
Jimmy Canfield. 

Crissey who has shaped Plymouth Canton in a state-title con- 
tending baseball power will turn his Chiefs loose Saturday at 10 
a.m. in Wyandotte Memorial Stadium against the No.l ranked 
Gass A team in the state this year, Flint Southwestern. 

Flint is boasting a 30-3 over-all record and is the odds-on-favorite 
to win the Class A title this year. 

“You know this Flint team isn’t ‘a one-shot-deal’,’’ said Crissey.

Though he w’asn’t able for comment - the Canfields have an 
unlisted telephone number - Wayne Memorial Coach Jim 
Chronowski pointed out: 

No matter if Jim goes to school or signs professionally he should 
have success as a baseball pitcher.” 

Chronowski did express disappointment about the round Canfield 
was drafted. He said, “for all of the amount of man hours the scouts 
and the attention and Jim’s excellent records and credentials. I felt 
he would have gone in a higher round 

“Irregardless what the scouts had seen during their one or two 
trips, most of the coaches who have watches Jim pitch during the 
years concur that he has professional capabilities.”

“Dave has been an outstanding 
performer for us for the past three 
years,” said Price. * ‘As a sophomore 
he tossed the discus 150 feet and 
placed seventh int the s tate and as a 
junior he went 157 feet, 1 inch. When 
we re in trouble we look to him for 
the best and he comes through - he’s 
very competitive and do you know 
he can run in both the 220 and 
quarter-mile events.” 

And Kielty did all of this on a 
severely sprained ankle. One can 
only speculate what the 6’ 2”, 205- 
pound athlete would have ac- 
complished if he had been 100 per- 
cent healthy. 

Grandison is a natural athlete 
Though he stands 5*9 ”, the good- 
looking Romulus High junior 
cleared 6 feet, 8 inches in the high 
jump and coach A1 Wilkerson is 
looking forward to his young protege 
leaping seven-feet a year from now. 

“When Don was in the ninth grade 
we set up a four-year plan for his 
high jumping career,” Wilkerson 
revealed. ‘‘As a ninth grader, Don’s 
goal was 6’0” ; 10th grade, 6’4” and 
llthgradee’S” and in the 12th, 7’0”. 


He has reached each of these goals 
so far.” 

In the state finals at Flint South- 
western, Grandison was third going 
into the jumps at 6’6” because others 
had missed at lower heights. If he 
had negotiated 6 6” on his first at- 
tempt he would had nailed down 
third and All-State honors, but un- 
fortunately he missed Instead he 
made it on his third attempt and 
finished eighth in the field 

Ironically, the next day he came 
back and won the state AAU 
championships against an identical 
field which included Paul Pwinski, 
the reigning Class A state champ in 
that event. 

Austin is a senior who qualified for 
the state finals in the high hurdles 
by placing third or better at the 
regionals for the past three years. 
His best time for the event is 14.5 and 
he won the Western Six in the lows 
but had the misfortune of stumbling 
on a hurdle in the highs and didn’t 
qualify 

Rick placed fifth in the state by 
running 14.6, 14.5 and 14.5 in the 
preliminaries and finals, respec- 
tively 

He has been clocked in 14 8 in the 
110-meter hurdles at the Central 
Michigan Relays, an evert he won. 
He also earned a full-ride scholar- 
ship to CMU. 


Austin didn’t join his teammates 
this year until late in March because 
he suffered from mononucleosis, but 
he still managed to make a sen- 
sational comeback and remained 
undefeated in dual meet competition 
until running up against Bishop 
Borgess’ Matt Kogelecki, the only 
one to beat the Churchill hurdler this 
year. Austin also contributed to the 
Churchill cause by running both in 
the 440 and the 880 yard relays. 

Sixteen-year-old Fleisher was 
named the Canton track team’s co- 
MVP award. His credentials are 
impeccableas Richhas won both the 
220 and the quarter-mile titles in the 
tough Western Six Conference. His 
best time in the 220 is 23 seconds flat 
and in the 440-yard it’s 51.4. He led 
the team in first places with 25 and 
accounted for 157 points. 

Fleisher became the first athlete 
in the school’s young history to 
capture a regional track title as he 
finished first at Farmington. 

“Fleisher is a coach’s dream, an 
excellent athlete with tremendous 
potential and an outstanding young 
man,” said Canton Coach Mike 
Tiano. ‘‘Hos scholstic grades aare a 
3.8 out of a possible 4.0 - how can you 
beat that kind of combination.”
